FEDERAL SCHOOL 
AID DEFEATED AGAIN 
M any C alifornia taxpayers must have 
heaved a lig h of relief with the defeat 
of the F ed eral school aid bill which was 
sponsored a n d supported by those who 
believe the s ta te s a n d communities are 
not doing eno u g h to catch up with the 
sh o rta g e of schools In this country. O th ­ 
ers were no d o u b t gratified by the de­ 
cision of o u r national legislators who 
voted 
ag ain st 
th e 
measure 
because 
they did not w a n t to commit the Fed­ 
eral G o v ern m en t to a new spending 
p ro g ram 
on 
an 
emergency 
basis— 
know ing th a t once started It would 
practically be continued indefinitely. 
I do not h a v e th e figures on Califor­ 
nia b ut the N ew York State Cham ber 
of Com m erce announced recently that 
the m easure w ould cost taxpayers of 
the E m pire S ta te about $.18 million a 
year, 
a lth o u g h 
leas 
than 
half 
th at 
a m o u n t would be spent for schools in 
th a t state. N o doubt sompwhat the 
sam e situation w ould have pievailed in 
California. 
T here were, how ever, other reasons 
w hich b rought a b o u t the defeat of the 
$1.5 billion school aid bill. The principle 
reason w as th a t sta te s and communities 
th ro u g h o u t th e natio n have already un­ 
d ertak en an im m ense school building 
program . F o r nine m onths ending last 
M arch 31 school d istricts In the nation 
h a d sold $1.5 billion In bonds to build 
o r renovate schools. In one week recent­ 
ly a n um ber of big and small communi­ 
ties all over the co untry taxed them ­ 
selves and sen t to m arket $31 million 
dollars in school bonds. In a two week 
period nearly $84 million dollars in 
local tax-backed bonds were placed on 
*r*ttie m arket.

T he responsibility Is strictly a local one 
and it is fo rtu n ate for our schools th a t 
it is being kept th a t way. 
A lternative Proposal 
If the s ta te s a re indeed s till unable 
to m eet th e e m erg en cy because of high 
Federal ta x a tio n a solution was su g ­ 
gested d u rin g the C o n g r e s s i o n a l h e ar­ 
ings on the Federal aid bill. It lies in a 
bill, Just o ne p a ra g ra p h in length, th at 
would direct the Com missioner of In­ 
ternal R evenue to deduct a small per­ 
centage from the Federal income tax 
p aym ents flowing in from each state to 
be spent for ed ucational purposes as 
sta te legislatures m ig h t decree. 
Such a proposal would put In the 
hands of the sta te s a n immense fund 
m ark ed for education. 
It h as been pointed out that such an 
approach would assu re those desirable 
aim s w hich th e proponents of Federal , 
aid to ed u catio n believe necessary. It 
would step up the building of schools, ' 
teachers would be b e tte r paid and there 
could be In this w ay no fear of Federal 
control, since th ere would be no new 
Federal 
b u re a u c ra c y 
created. 
There 
seem s little do u b t t h a t the House of 
R epresentatives w as responsive to the 
w ishes of the people in turning down 
the Federal Aid to Schools bill. T he 
states a n d co m m u n ities throughout th e 
co untry— large 
and 
sm all— can 
now 
proceed w ith th e ir needed school con­ 
struction p ro g ram s know ing th at the 
responsibility w hich should have been 
theirs all along will no t be sloughed off 
to Uncle Sam like too m any of ou r 
o th er problem s have been done in re­ 
cent years.
